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REMARKS

Claims 1-3 and 6-16 have been canceled. 
Claims 17-20 have been newly added. 
Claims 4 is currently amended. 
Claim 5 remains as originally presented. 

The Examiner is requested to withdraw all grounds for rejection and objection of 
the claims as discussed in the last Office Action in light of the newly added claims and 
amended claims submitted. 

Based on the Examiner's verbal comments on December 18, 2008 with regard to 
the attached claims, it is the Applicants' understanding that no § 101 or § 112 or 
Restriction issues pertain to the attached claims. In addition, it is the Applicants' 
understanding the newly submitted claims and amended claims overcome the prior art 
cited in previous Office Actions.
